HE ability to relax is important to everyone 
eX because tenseness obstructs clear thinking, 
interferes with the healing activity in the 

body, and makes it difficult to work efficiently. 
The habit of relaxation is easily established be- 
cause it depends primarily upon the mental change 
from doubt and fear to faith and trust in God. 
Every person has an inherent longing for peace 
in mind and order in body and affairs, and this 
desire is the starting point of any demonstration. 
God is your Father and Creator; out of His 
love and substance you have been formed. Is 
it logical then to assume that His interest in you 
ceased when you came into the world, or when you 
were mature enough to manage for yourself? Do 
those who create anything that is lovely, beauti- 
ful, or worth while ever cease to be interested in 
their creations? You have observed how lovingly 
an artist or sculptor cares for that which in the 
process of its creation has become a part of 
his very being. Just why have you come to feel 
that certain doors have been closed between you 
and your Father, that you must depend altogether 
upon what you can do for yourself? 
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This thought of separation from God, this feel- 
ing of personal responsibility that you have for 
yourself and perhaps for your loved ones, may be 
the cause of your inability to relax. If you had 
continual assurance of the presence with you of 
one who is mightier than any circumstance or 
problem you have to meet, you would not feel 
the necessity for such strenuous human endeavor. 

To the one who realizes that God is the source 
of all life, goodness, and substance and that “his 
tender mercies are over all his works,” the art of 
relaxation becomes easy. At first it may seem dif- 
ficult, but you can begin the practice of relaxation 
by letting go several times daily of the personal 
problems and responsibilities you have. Free your 
mind of every thought except that of God’s pres- 
ence and power within you. 

No matter where you are or what you are en- 
gaged in, if you are sincere in seeking God's pres- 
ence you will find the time and the way to do it. 
If you have some problem of health or income to 
meet, or if you need specific guidance, instead of 
giving your mind to random thinking and worry- 
ing stop for a moment right where you are and 
affirm: ‘As my Father and Creator, God is my 
life, my supply, my wisdom.” The moment you 
acknowledge Him as the source of whatever you 
need, you have enlisted in your behalf the most 
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powerful presence and help available. Why then 
be tense or anxious or concerned about anything 
when the problem is thus simplified and its solu- 
tion becomes as near and certain as the next 
moment ? 

Jesus Christ was a master in the art of relax- 
ation, and in the 6th chapter of Matthew He gives 
a very clear and practical lesson in trustfulness, 
which is the beginning of relaxation: 

“Consider the lilies of the field, how they grow; 
they toil not, neither do they spin: yet I say unto 
you, that even Solomon in all his glory was not 
arrayed like one of these . . . Be not therefore 
anxious, saying, What shall we eat? or, What 
shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed? . . . for your heavenly Father knoweth 
that ye have need of all these things. But seek 
ye first his kingdom, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you.” 

In the last sentence of this Scripture lies the key 
to all relaxed and successful living; but so long 
has man rushed hither and yon, feverishly de- 
pending upon his own puny efforts, that he has 
lost sight of the joy and fullness of life to be 
gained by seeking first the kingdom of God. 

With infinite wisdom and understanding the 
Father has made provision in His kingdom for 
the rest and renewal of all His creation. In every 
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species of life this rest period is observed at cer- 
tain times. In the human body the heart pauses to 
rest after each beat. Some animals hibernate for 
long rest periods, and many trees and flowers lie 
dormant until spring wakens them to new life. 

The night, with its accompanying quiet and 
sleep, is God’s gift to you. When you retire, do 
not take with you all the problems your day has 
brought, but feel yourself entering into a blessing 
that God has prepared especially for you, a time 
of peaceful, undisturbed, refreshing sleep. If your 
Bible is at hand, read the 3d chapter of Proverbs, 
and rest with this assurance in your heart: “Yea, 
thou shalt lie down, and thy sleep shall be sweet.” 

When you have learned to meet the tempo of 
modern life, which seems to permit of little op- 
portunity for relaxation and contemplation of spir- 
itual things, with the knowledge that all eternity 
is yours, then you will begin to live in the spirit 
of trustfulness, poise, and beautiful serenity. Your 
days will be pleasant and orderly and successful. 
Your nights will be quiet and restful and sweet, 
and you will find the truth in these soothing lines 
from the poet Longfellow: 

“And the night shall be filled with music, 
And the cares, that infest the day, 
Shall fold their tents, like the Arabs, 
And as silently steal away.”
